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What is Tinware?—The Care of it. 


[American Agriculturist.] 

It does not appear to be generally 
known that the article so commonly 
used for household utensils, for cans, 
for roofing etc., called „tin,“ really 
contains very little tin, seldom more 
than one part in forty or fifty. Tin— 

ure tin—is a silvery white metal, and 
is the lightest and easiest melted of all 
the metals in common use; it being 
only about five-eighths as heavy as 
lead, and requires only about two- 
thirds the heat to melt it. Pure tin 
is called “block-tin,” but is rarely 
used pure, the utensils said to be made 
of block-tin being alleys with ether 
metals. Our common tinware is really 
tin plate—a thin sheet of iron, coated 
with a flim of tin. Tin when exposed 
to the air does not rust or even tarnish, 
while iron readily dees so, bnt the 
thin coatiag of tin completely protects 
it. No dout that many housek 
will be ready to assert that tinware 
does rust, and they are correct, tim- 
ware does rust ; but tin itself does not; 
so long as the coating of tin is perfect 
no rusting can take place. 

The knowledge of the fact that all 
our tinware is only tin upon the sar- 
face, but that the babe is iron, should 
lead to greater care in the purchase 
and the use of such articles. Aside 
from the fact that the iron plate to be 
covered by tin may be good or bad, 
there 1s a great difference in the coat- 
ing of tin; for cheaper ware, not only 
is the tin adulterated with lead, but 
this put onin the thinnest possible 
coating, various expedients being used 
to quite cover the iron and yet make 
the coating as thin as possible—a mere 
flim or wash. In this as in many 
other cases, the purchaser must rely 
upon the honesty of the manufacturer, 
for in this as in silver plate, the bad 
leeks cqually well with the good; the 
maker of the ware can buy tin plate 
on which there are three or four times 
as heavy acovering of tin as on the 
cheapest. It is important to have 
good ware from the start. It will be 
usderstood that when a plate of tin is 
cut the iron is exposed at the edges; 
in making up utensils careful manu- 
facturers tin these edges, i. e., cover 
them with aflim of tin. The neglect 
to do this is what makes cheap ware 
show rusty spots after a few days’ use. 
With the best ware the tin will in 
time wear off and expose the iron, but 
this is often hastened by improper 
cleaning. 

Some persens, especially help, pride 
themselves upon their bright tiuware, 
which is furiously scoured with soap 
and sand; one such s uring will re- 
move the tinning fr-m cheap ware, 
and the best cannet stand many repe- 
titions unharmed. Nothing coarser 
than whiting should be used upon tin- 
ware, unless in the rare cases when 
sume accident has made it necesary ; 
care in its use, and the knewledge that 
the tin, like beauty, is but skin deep“ 
—that the articles are really iron, 
with a thin covering of very soft metal 
—tin—sheuld lead to a more econom- 
ical treatment of these most useful 
househeld conveniences.

How to Preserve the Sight. 


The eyesight is of such inestimable 
importance that any suggestion as to 
the means of preserving it sheuld re- 
ceive careful attention. M. Javel, a 
French physician, has made a specia' 
study of the impairment of eyesight 
by habitual reading, and proposes a 
method of reducing to a minimum 
the ill effects so causcd. Reading re- 
quires an absolutely permanent appli- 
cation of the eyesight, resulting in a 
permanent tension of the organ of 
vision. Again, boeks are printed in 
black upen a white ground —the eye 
being thus placed in presence of the 
most absolute contrast which can be 
reduced. The third peculiarity lies 
in the arrangement of the characters 
in horizontal limes, over which our 
sight travels. If, during reading, we 
maintain a perfect immobility of the 
book and the head, the printed lines 
are applied successively to the same 
part of the retina, while the inter- 
spaces, more bright, always affect cer- 
tain regions of the retina invariably 
the same. The result is fatigue. 
Last and most important of all, M. 
Javel thinks, is the centinual varia- 
tion of the distance of the eye from 


the eye te the page undergoes a dis- 
tinct change in preportien as the eye 
passes from the beginning to the end 
of each line, and this variation in- 
creases with the nearness of the book 
to the eye and the length of the line. 
In order to avoid these injurious re- 
sults M. Javel advises frequent inter- 
missio>s during reading. He recom- 
mends the adoption of a slightly yel- 
low tint of paper to reduce the con- 
trast- between the white paper and 
black characters. His third sugges 

tion is to give preference te small 
volumes which can be held in the 
hand, which obviates the necessity of

CALIFORNIA FOR THE CALIFOR- 
NIANS, 


The San Francisco Argonaut prepo- 
ses to start a native American political 
party. It dislikes the foreign element 
in our population. It dreads the so- 
cialistic tendency among the German 
voters, The Argonaut would not en- 
courage foreign immigration. It 
would change the naturalization laws. 
The foreigner should not hayg a vote 
until be had lived in the country 
twenty-one years. Such adjectives as 
“vicious,” ‘‘foreign,” and ‘‘danger- 
eus” are commonly associated in the 
editorial columns of the Argonaut. 
That paper is getting notorious for its 
denunciation of the “lazy, whisky and 
beer guzzling foreigners.” There is 
something amusing in all this outcry 
against foreigners. First the Span- 
iards stole California from the natives. 
Then the whisky guzzling Americanos 
crept into the country. The beer 
guzzling” English afterward had a 
notion of grabbing it. Then the hated 
Americanos went to war with the Mexi- 
cans, thrashed them, and took Cali- 
fornia, among many other things, 
te pay fer the expenses ef the beating. 
And now a man, who wasn't born in 
the country, proposes the fermation of 
a new party in California, to consist of 
“native born Americans. The native 
bora in California enjoy the distinction 
of having originated a new class, the 
element known as hoodlums. We 
think the Argonaut is biased by its 
proximity to the sand-lot. Nativity 
is not a good basis for citizenship. 
The Germans in the United States are, 
as a rule, as well educated as the na- 
tive born Americans. We would not 
like the change in our institutions that 
would debar from citizenship such 
men as Agassiz, Goldwin Smith and 
Carl Schurz, while admitting to its 
privileges every native born blackguard 
and blockhead in the country. 


TOO FOND OF MISSIONARIES. 


Not long ago the cannibals of New 
Britain had been indulging very freely 
in missienaries. The demand in fact 
far exceeded the supply, and there 
was danger of a tetal consumption of 
all the missionaries in New Britain.

THE LAKE AND BECK MILL. 


A Brief Discription of the New Flouer- 
ing Mill now in Course of Construc- 


tion. 


Lake & Beck's flouring mill, on the 
site of the old State mill, is being 
pushed forward to rapid completion. 
A large force of carpenters and labor- 
ersare busily engaged on the work. 
When completed the mill will be more 
substantial and better arranged than 
it was fermerly. The full dimensions 
of the building are 68 x 70 teet. One 
portion of the building will be two 
stories in height, and the rest of it 
one story. There will be one store 
room 40 x 40 feet, and another 12 x 
66 feet; also an office in the front part 
of the building. The milling room 


is to be 30 x 60 feet in size, and two 


stories in height. 
THREE RUN OF STONE 
will be placed in the mill, two for 
grinding wheat and one for barley. 
what the capacity of the mill will be 
cannot be stated as the size of the 
stones has net been settled upon. The 
motive power will be a 40-inch tur- 
bine water wheel. The tail race has 
been thoroughly cleaned out, and 
walled up with thick stone walls, and 
the foundations are of stone. The 
frame work of the mill is 
BUILT OF VERY HEAVY TIMBERS, 


and everything fur solidity more than 
show. Directly noderneath the build- 
ing is a spring of the purest water, in 
which a pump will be placed and 
water pumped up to supply the mill 
hands. Along the west, or frent side, 
will be a platform for teams to drive 
up to, and on the north side there will 
be a“platferm, directly along which 
the railroad track will run. By this 
arrangement cars and wagons can 
be loaded and unloaded at the same 
time. When finished and in epera- 
tion, which will be some six weeks 
yet, it is the intention to turn out as 
fine flour as can be ground anywhere.
